Several others were tested with 
same result, and it was found that the current was 
interrupted. The foreman of repairs was immediate 
ly cajled in and sent to the bridge to examine the 
cable boxes. When he arrived there he discovered 
that the insulation had been burned off sixty-one 
wires in the box on the west side of the b 
Further inquiries developed the cause of this, and 
it was learned that an electric wire at Lincoln, Ill, 
126 miles from St. Louis, had crossed the Chicago 
wire, which was first noticed to be outof order. 
The switch-board at Bloomington, IIL, 156 miles from 
St. Louis on the same route, was aiso burned. 
It is conjectured that the electric wire was 80 
heavily charged that it increased the circuit on the 
Chicago wire at St. Louis tosuch an extent as to set 
fire to it and ail other wires with which it came in 
contact in the cable box. 

The wires were promptly wrapped and repaired 
and everything = in thorough working order again 
by 4:15 o'clock this morning. It will be seen from 
the above that at the time the electric wire fell 
across the telegraph wire at Lincoln the extra 
charge was borne like lightning to Bloomington, 
where it destroyed the switch box at that point and 
was thus prevented from going perhaps as far as 
Chicago. At the same time the intense current was 
shot over the wire towards St. Louis and as soon as 
it reached the cable box at this end of the bridge, 
being brought in contact with the mass of insulated 
wires § uped there, it set fire to them 
a Boy completely destroyed the insulation.

FIRST ACCIDENT OF THE KIND 
that has ever happened in St. Louis, and perhaps 
the first in the country. Itis one, however, that is 
liable to occur at any time, since the electric wires 
beiag so much more heavily charged t the tele- 
graph wires the latter are not prepared to withstand 
the extra charge. Although the wires themselves 
could easily carry the current, yet where they are 


coiled and grouped, as in the cable boxes, 
the chances are -that the insulating 
wrappers will be set on fire every time 


by the intense heat developed. Mr. Topplif thinks 
the best remedy is to have the electric wires placed 
under the telegraph and telephone wires, so that in 
the event of one of them falling there would be no 
danger of them crossing each other. A simMlar ac- 
cident is reported to have occur m New York 
some time ago, when a telephone box was shattered 
and set on fire by an electric wire crossing one of 
the telephone wires, The damage by the accident 
last evening was slight, and the Chicago business in- 
terfered with but to a very slight extent.

In October, 1880, the Republicans were wild with 
enthusiasm over assured victory in November. 

Indiana was then in the list of October States. 
Ohio gave 22,000 average majority for the Repub- 
lican State ticket. Indiana, purchased by Dorsey 
and the Republicans, dealt a fatal blow to Democ- 
racy. Even West Virginia, by a meager Demo- 
cratic majority of a little more than 2,000, left the 
State still debatable ground. 

Garfield entered on the last three weeks of the 
campaign with all these advantages. Business 
meetings were held in his favor, Roscoe Conkling, 
then and now the greatest orator and statesman éf 
the party; Henry Ward Beecher, Gen. Grant, George 
W. Curtis, Carl Schurz, Bob Ingersoll and scores of 
other speakers were at work on the stump here and 
through the State for the Republican candidate. 

The Herald, Times, Evening Post, Telegram, Har- 
per'’s Weekly and Puck redoubled their efforts in 
favor of Garfield after the October victories. 

With Garfield pledged and Arthur a candidate the 
Stalwarts made the fight their own. Arthur was 
the Half-Breeds’ saint. Not a solitary Republican 
opposed the ticket. 

The monopolists and speculators, richer then than 
now, responded to every call for money from the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel.

New York, October 22.—The Worip says: “Truth 
will out. Even Associated Press lies vanish before 
official figures. According to the latest reports the 
elections of last week show the following extraord- 
inary results: First, the Republican plurality in 
Ohio is reduced to about half of what it was four 
years ago. Second, the Republican majority on the 
State ticket is less than nothing. The Republicans 
are actually in a minority, while four years ago they 
had a positive majority of over 9,000 over the Dem- 
ocrats, Greenbackers and Prohibitionists combined; 
the Republicans are not only in a minority on the 
popular vote of Ohio, but they elect a minority of 
the Congressional delegation. Four years ago they 
elected fifteen Republicans to Congress: this year 
they elect only ten; four years ago the 
Democrats elected only five Representatives; this 
year they elect eleven, a majority of the delegation. 
Fourth, the increase on the vote of Ohio over that 
of four years ago is 66.000. The Democrats cast 
39,000 votes more than they cast for Hancock, while 
the Republicans, in eo of Blaine, Dudiey and 
corruption, cast Only 16.000 more than they cast for 
Garfield. In other words, nearly two-thirds of the 
new vote since 1880 went Democratic, while a large 
part of the Republican vote, one-third, was un- 
questionably obtained by fraud and _ wholesale 
bribery in the large cities. In West Virginia the 
Jemocrats have an absolute majority over the Re- 
publicans and Greenbackers combined, nearly three 
times as large as Hancock’s majority of 1880, They 
swept every Congressional district in the State, 
aining one now held by a Republican.

These 
figures show clearly that Blaine 1s much weaker

| ABOUT A- WOMAN. 


A Terrible Tragedy Enacted in Hart- 
ford, Conn.

— 


A Jealous Car-driver and His Mistress 
Founda With Gaping Wounds in Their 
Throats—The Author of the Crime Dis- 
covered by the Presence of a Bloody 
Knife--~Wholesale Depravity. 


By Telegranrh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Harrrorp, Cony., October 22.—A horrible tragedy 
was enacted here at a late hour last night, Police- 
men were attracted by the screams of a woman to 
the house at No. 36 Sheldon street, from an upper 
wihdow of which a woman, clad in her night robes, 
was uttering piercing cries of “‘Heip! Murder!’ The 
officers entered, and upon ascending the stairs 
found the rear room in the third story covered with 
blood. Lying in a narrow passage way leading off 
from the second floor landing, with her clothing cov- 
ered with blood, lay Ada Brown in the throes of 
death. There was a gaping wound inthe lett side 
of her neck that entered upward to the base of the 
skull, the base of the brain having been punctured. 
She could not speak. The officers lifted up her head 
and placed a rest under it. They immediately sent 
for doctors and dispatched a man for Medical Ex- 
aminer Fuller. The policemen proceeded up the 
blood-dripping stairs to the third floor front, from 
which they heard groans. Near the head of 
the bed, sitting in an uneasy position 
on a chair, they found Martin Harrison with blood 
flowing from an awful gash in the right side of his 
neck, extending downward from near the ear to the 
throat, with the j lar cut. Two ugly-looking 
wounds, one of them five inches in length, and. the 
other three inches, and both cut away into the jaw, 
were disclosed. He seemed to be unconscious. Dr. 
Axtelle had arrived inthe meantime, and, after 
finding that the woman lying in the hallway on the 
next floor was dying and beyond help, devoted his 
attention to Harrison. Dr. Axtelle removed the 
cloth placed in the gash by,Pfficer Cook, which prob- 
ably had kept the man from bleeding to death, and 
drew the cut together and sewed it. At 1:45 the 
Browne woman had 

CEASED TO LIVE. 
The tragedy was no doubt the result of ungovern- 
able jealousy. 
Harrison has been employed asa driver on the 
Albany avenue line of street cars, and usually was 
ovt late at night when he worked. He was about 50 
years old. e was driv last evening, and did not 
get home till midnight. € was seen to go up-stairs 
to his room at that hour. Twenty or thirty minutes 
later, people hving in the block heard the noise of a 
terrible conflict in the room occupied by 
Harrison and the Browne woman. George 
Ww. pode adh who was taken to e 
Station House and locked up at 3 o'clock, said he 
did not do the killing. There is a trifling cut on one 
of his hands. He has borne a hard name from his 
boyhood. About eight years ago he fired a pistol 
ball into the head of a young woman to whom he 
was married. Her name was originally McLaugh- 
lin, and she is now living in New York. G at 
first maintained a bravado air and profanely in- 
formed all inquirers that they could get no informa- 
tion from him. He was nervous and excited, and 
would rush from room to room, wringing his hands, 
and shaking his head. Soon a messenger come 
from the lower floor and whispered to a 
police officer that the woman was 
dead. Gregory overheard the remark and com- 
menced a series of frantic acts. He staggered 
across the room, banged his head against the wall 
and poco wailed “She's dead! she’s dead!” 
Next he rushed through the roows, stili continuing 
his moanings and howlings. hen the police offi- 
cers questioned po ag as to the crime, he inform- 
ed them tnat Harrison had stabbed Ada and then 
cut his own throat. As Harrison's wounds were on 
the right side of the throat, this was by no means 
probabie. After working over Harrison for nearly 
nalf an hour, Dr. Axtelle discovered that conscious- 
ness was returning.

What St. Louis Has Done to Wel- 
come Visitors During That 
Period. 


The Amount of Money Spent in Publicly 

Entertaining Guests—Exact Cost of the 
| Veiled Prophets’ Pageant Since the Begin- 
ing—The Illuminations—Nearly $375,000 
Given in This Way. 


There are some men whose chief pleasure in the’ 
possession of means liesin the spending of it to 
please others and as such 4 man is to his fellows, so 
is St. Louis to her sister cities and the surrounding 
country. The hospitality of St. Louis in the enter- 
tainment of the stranger within her gates has be- 
come almost proverbial,and deservedly so,for there 
are few cities where so much effort and money are 
expended to provide amusements for those who 


visit them. The merchants of St. Louis are ever 
ready to respond to calls for labor and 
cash whether it be for the hospitable entertainment 
of a single distinguished guest or of an association 
or convention which happens to assemble in it. A 
long list of notabilities might be mentioned who 
hare been royally entertained and conventions 
without number, in consequence of 
which it is fast becoming par eminence 
the convention city of the United States, as the 
ten or twelve national assemblies which have and 
are to assemble here this autumn will attest. Im- 
mense sums of money have been spent in this way 
by her citizens freely and liberally. Then there are 
the entertainments provided free for the masses 
every year during fair week, which came out of 
the pockets of St. Louis people without ay 
direct return. The matter of how muc 

rage 4 St. Lonis has given to her guésts in this way 
for their enjoyment as @ free gift is interesting. 


Take 
A PERIOD OF FIVE YEARS 

for instance, and it would be safe to say that no 
other city in the Union, yes, even the worid, has 
done nearly as much in actual expenditure for 
visitors. Let us beyond taking five years and , 
take only five weeks, one in each year, and the ag- 
gregate will be found to be enurmous, beyond credi- 

ility. During the seven days of the week, leaving 
out of consideration the Fair and enterprises of that 
kind, and taking into consideration only the means 


of enjoyment provided free for ali 
who are in St. Louis __ at per- 
iod the amount will be found 


to equal a fortune which in these days of colossal 
fortunes would be considered large. 

First among the free and gorgeous sights and en- 
tertainments provided for those who come to St. 
Louis during Fair week are the Veiled Prophets’ 
pageant and ball. Not adollar of the expense of 
these costly a is providea by the outside 
public. The Veiled Prophet is a mysterious per- 
sonage, and the ificent spectacle with which 
his annual visit to the city is graced apparently is 
the work of a magic hand, and whatever is done 
by his followers and devoted subjects in 
St. Louis is done secretly, as it were, in 
such a manner that the left hand never knows what 
the right doeth or vice versa. Nevertheless his fol- 
lowers have work todo, and a stupendous work. 
How andin what manner and at what cost it is 
done is never revealed, but the Post-DispaTca re- 
porter, by putting things together, by careful ex- 
amination of the work and by consultation with 

rsons who understand how such things are done 

as been able toapproximate very closely to the 
actua! cost of the various entertainments, so nearly, 
that he is willing to wager a new hat that it 
WILL NoT vaRyY $100 
from the facts. This past Fair 
week witnessed the seventh pageant and 
ball of the prophet and surpassed in splendor and 
elegance any of the preceding. 
THE VEILED PROPHET’S CONTRIBUTIONS. 

In the first year the pageant was modeled very 
closely after the New Orleans Mardi Gras and only 
three thousand invitations were sent out to the bail; 
hence it was, pay roag y # speaking, cheap, and 
did not exceed in cost $15,000. The second year the 
Veiled Prophets made a bold plunge for themselves, 
and, importing their invitations and costumes, and 
adding to both ball and pageant in many ways, the 
cost was not much less than $30,000. in the third 


year everything was again added to, 
and everything was brought from Paris, 
and the cost eould not have been 


under $35,000. About the same amount would cover 
the expenses of the next year’s results In the 
fifth year the experience and the materials at com- 
mand were judiciously used and the expenses were 
probably reduced to about $28,000. Instead of im- 
porting the costumes they were obtained in this 
country On more advantageous terms, and hence 
the uction. The next year, however, the grand 
tableaux and concert at the Oiympic was added 
with costly souvenirs of hand painted, satin porte 
mouchoirs, and the expenses were vastly increased, 
reaching the sum of not. less than $55,000, and 
this year’s expenses will be covered by about $55,- 
000. To the expenses of the third year’s entertain- 
ment must be added the cost of fire-works at the 
bridge, Court House and the den on Twelfth street, 
not less than $6,000. The sum total therefore of the 
cost attending the annual visit of the Veiled Prophet 
for tne last five years will reach the sum of $194,000. 
Adding to this the expenses of the two previous 
years and we get as the total amount expended by 
the Veiled Prophets in entertaining 
visitors of $237,000. To realize the 
cost of a pageant of this kind, itis only neces- 
sary to state that, under the terms by which the 
costumes are obtained, made especially for the oc- 
casion, they cost for one night’s use $50 each, and 
that the lighting alone of the pageant costs $l5a 
minute while it is on the streets. 

The next chief feature of Fair week during the 
past four years has been 

THE LLLUMINATIONS. 

Previous to ‘that time there were only trees on 
Fourth street, which cost about $4 each, but were 
comparatively inexpensive. The first year 
of the illuminations the cost 
of material and gas aggregated about $18,000. The 
next year, owing to the fact that much of the mate- 
reals were aiready on hand, the cost was only about 
$14.000. The next year it reached, owing to exten- 
sions, the cost of the first year, and this year Chair- 
man Thompson figured the total cost for everythin 
at $32,000. These expenses sum up exactly "38.000 
for illuminations; thatis, public Uluminations, be- 
sides which there were many private illuminations, 
such as the electric illuminations of Barr and.Rich- 
ardson, which for material alone cost 
$4,000. In addition to the ijluminations the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Trades Display Asso- 
ciation has had two pageants which required not 
less than $25,000 each to place on the street, making 
$50,000 for both. This brings the grand gate 
for purely public gifts to the guests of St, uis to 
the grand total of $367,000. Last year, in addition 
to the other entertainments, spiendid displays of 
fireworks were given which cost $4,000 and which 
should be added tothe above, making $371,000. 
These items include solely what has been paid away 
simply to attract strangersand entertain them while 
they have been in the city. Among them are not 
mentioned the immense sums which were spent to 
entertain the river convention, the brewers’ conven- 
tion, or other bodies of that kind, because in these 
instances there were special guests to entertain, and 
in mauy cases they were entertained mostly by pri- 
vate enterprise. ‘rhe figures given above eefer sole- 
ly to what was done for the city, by the citizens, for 
no particular reason, but to entertain ail comers, 
who might chose to visit the place.
